ELECTION WITH TRAVERSE 

In response to the restriction requirement dated October 5, 2007, Applicants elect for 
examination claims 1-32, 46 and 47. It is not understood how the two sets of claims are viewed 
to be species. Although one might argue that claims 33-45 are directed to an invention that is 
patentably distinct from the invention recited in claims 1-32, 46 and 47, it is unclear how one 
would view these as separate species to a generic claim. 

In any event, Applicants believe that the search necessary for claims 1-32, 46 and 47 will 
likely be very much the same as the search for claims 33-45. The Examiner is reminded of 
MPEP §803: "If the search and examination of all claims in an application can be made without 
serious burden, the Examiner must examine them on the merits, even though they include claims 
to independent or distinct inventions" (emphasis added). 

Reconsideration of the restriction requirement is respectfully requested.
